Xartial law is < \pluined as simply 


military authority. cxercLsed in accord- 
ance with the Invv.s and usages of war. 
A place, dislrict or country occupied by 
an enemy stands, in consequence of the 
occupation, under the m.irtial law of" 
the Invading or occupying army. Itcx- 
tcndh to property and to persons, 
whoHUT they arc subjects of the enemy 
or aliens, to that government, When- 
ever feasible martial law is carried out 
In cases of individual offenders by mili- 
tary courts, lint sentences of death shnll 
he executed only with the approval of 
the chief c\eenti\e, provided the ur- 
gency of the case docs not. require a 
speedier execution, and then only with 
the approval of the chief commander.

tlQoates of interest dno, which aro no de- 
signed that one Is cat off at each Interest 
period. Kaoh coupon bears tbe number 
of a coupon bond and shows tho date ot 
the coupon's maturity.
